MORE ABOUT PAY ROLL 


Secretary Cates Points Out 


Typographical Error. 


Editors Messenger - I beg leave to 
call your attention to the following 
errors contained in your editorial of 
last week, setting forth tile mony re 
turns which come directly to Decatur 
through the agency of the Baptist 
college. 
You affirm that “ it is worth while 
to create an annual pay roll of $1600 
to $1750,” said payroll to represent 
the spendings of the individual stu­ 
dents among the business houses of 
Decatur. 
These figures 
should be 
corrected,to read $16000 to $17500, in­ 
stead of $1600 to $1750 as you gave 
them. 
The present corps of students 
is spending each $50 during the term 
of school and the 
entire body is 
spending $8000. 
These are reasonable 
figures which have been prepared af­ 
ter a careful analysis of the goods 
and commodities which each student 
must buy during the term of his school 
residence in 
Decatur. 
They have 
been prepared by a conservative of­ 
ficial of the college, who is intimately 
acquainted with the needs and the an­ 
nual purchases of the students. 
If the present corps of students is 
spending $80(X) annually, then a IOO 
per cent increase in the number of 
hoarding 
students 
enrolled 
would 
push the total up to $16,000. 
Presi­ 
dent Tidwell claims that the IOO per 
cent increase could be secured by tho 
building of a hoys’ dormitory of one 
hundred roomers capacity. 
Here is more grist for the Decatur 
commercial club mill. 
The latte” or­ 
ganization is in the business of lay­ 
ing foundations 
for 
future wealth 
harvests, 
its 
business 
is to build 
pay roils in Decatur, and some of 
these times when it runs out of some­ 
thing else to do, it might take up 
this Baptist College dormitory propo­ 
sition. 
It may be a sordid business to view 
tliis great educational institution as a 
pay roll proposition, hut as matters 
now stand its power and efficiency in 
this regard is calculated to stir up 
action in its behalf. 
But to the second error contained 
in your editorial reference; instead of 
$5000 as you state it, the Baptist col­ 
lege annually puts in action in this 
community 
$50,000. 
This includes 
tuition and board paid the college by 
students, professors and helpers sal­ 
aries and the varies incidentals which 
are attached to the expense account 
of a great institution of the kind. 
This last sum, of course, does not in­ 
clude the incidental expenditures of 
the individual students, which are cir­ 
culated on the outside of the school 
among the milliners, dry goods hous­ 
es, 
grocery, 
drug 
and 
hardware 
stores, confectionreries. restaurant*, 
j liverymen, etc. 
Remember, 
at the 
present times 
these expenditures sum up annually 
•8000. 
Remember, also, they could 
be increased to $16,000 annually by 
the erection of another dormitory. 
These do not by any means repre­ 
sent all the financial returns which 
the Baptist college makes directly to 
Decatur. 
The remaining facts will he 
presented at a later date.

If he is 
too poor to pay a dollar or two for 
the benefit of his community, he is 
precious little benefit to said commu­ 
nity. 
Another man 
says, I ’d take 
Sm ith’s but I don’t like his politics.” 
Such an excuse is absolutely absurd, 
unless 
Smith is an anarchist. 
Re­ 
member you are not expecied to be­ 
lieve everything an editor puts in his 
paper. 
Y ou’d be in a bad lix if you 
did. 
It is not the editor you are sup­ 
porting, but 
an institution that is 
working to benefit your town and sec­ 
tion, 
and if you are so confounded 
selfish you are willing to see your 
country’s interests go down because 
the editor don't 
belong to 
your 
“ p arty ,” its high time you were pull­ 
ing out. Another man will say: “ I ’d 
take the county palier, it's got noth­ 
ing in it. 
I can get the New' York 
Herald for $1.” 
That is true, but if 
you would turn in and subscribe and 
advertise, and give your local editor 
a decent support, he will nev©r fail to 
give you a good local paper. 
Nine- 
tenths of the weekly local newspapers 
today in Texas are giving their sub­ 
scribers far better sheets than their 
patronage will justify them in doing 
from a business point of view. Some­ 
how or other, the average man has got 
the idea into his single-barrelled head 
that newspapers are charitable insti­ 
tutions, and whenever an editor so­ 
licits them to subscribe they mentally 
place him on th© charity list. 
No 
man who will stop to think a moment 
will tolerate such an idea. 
Th© editor 
is engaged in a public work. 
He does 
more unselfish, gratuitous labor for 
his town and county than any other 
man in it. 
W hen you advertise or 
subscribe you are not giving him a 
cent. 
In the former case he makes 
you money, and in the latter he con­ 
tinually espouses your cause and bat­ 
tles for the prosperity of your com­ 
munity, and is ever ready to take up 
arms in the defense of hi* people. 
As 
a m atter of course, he should receive 
a fair remuneration for his labors, 
but he seldom gets half he deserves. 
The average man pays his taxes to 
keep up his county and state affairs, 
and the officers who do the work ^re 
weM paid. 
The man who prints your 
weekly paper and continually eulo­ 
gizes his town and county, tells pros­ 
pectors of good things, and lies out 
of the bad things for you, certainly 
deserves the united support of the peo­ 
ple, especially when it only coats you 
a dollar or two per year to do so, and 
which you would never miss. 
Just 
suppose that every man who has a 
family in each county would go up to 
the local editor and say: 


“ See 
here, old Pushpencil, 
you 
h a in ’t got so much of a paper, and I 
d o n ’t believe half what you say in it, 
but I believe you are doing your best 
for the town and county. 
H ere’s a 
dollar and when my time runs out let 
me know and I'll rustle up a n o th e r.” 
Then on top of that, imagine that 
each business man would visit the 
same editor and say: 


“ W ell, you know times are hard 
and we are having a tough time right 
now', but I see you are coing all you 
can for town and* county, and I'm 
willing to do the square thing. 
I am 
not able to advertise heavily, but put 
me in an advertisement and keep it 
there. 
You can send me the paper 
and come to the store and get your 
p a y .” 
If you advertise or subscribe for 
your local paper, get the idea out of 
your head that it is a gift or donation. 
In the former case the editor espouses 
your cause, and is always ready and 
and anxious to advance your interests 
in every 
honorable way possible. 
Smith may swear that nothing the 
editor can say will affect the public, 
yet if the newspaper will tell the truth 
and say in the next issue th at Smith 


was a selfish old skinflint, there would 
be a libel suit next day for two mil­ 
lion dollars actual damages. 
W e tell you candidly, that the editor 
would break his fool neck at work, 
and the people of that town and coun­ 
ty would be known all over the world 
as having “ the best county paper in 
Texas, and the 
most 
enterprising 
town and county in the state.” 
In each town and county, however, 
there is a class of wide-awake, liberal 
merchants and farmers who support 
*the local press entirely, while there is 
also a large per cent of those close- 
fisted, stingy old roosters who take 
cram p in the fingers every time they 
touch a dime. 
They actually live and 
do business and prosper on the labors 
and enterprises of their neighbors,* 
and like an old lazy razorback, they 
stand under the tree waiting for the 
squirrels to knock down the acorns. 
The H arpoon would be deligted to see 
the time when such characters will not 
only be denied good society,will actu­ 
ally be publicly invited to move out or 
reform. Each man has the right to do 
as he likes with his own, but this fact 
does not relieve him of his duties to 
his county and the society in which 
he moves. These rem arks apply to all 
public enterprises, and the support of 
your local papers is only one of the 
num ber.—K alam ity’s Harpoon.
